70 years on: 
Light shines 
on war’s end 

SOUTHEND’S mayor will light a 
beacon on the cliffs at 9.32pm 
precisely this Friday - to mark 
the moment the guns fell silent 
over Europe for the second time 
in the 20th century. 

It was 70 years ago on May 8, 

1945 that the Second World 
War was declared over on the 
European stage. 

A lone bugler will play a lament 
as the flames night up the night 
sky. 

And Councillor Chris Walker 
will light the beacon outside the 
Naval and Military Club in Royal 
Terrace, in honour of the historic 
event “just as other towns and 
cities will be doing across the 
country.”

Living history enthusiast Ian 
Houghton will be there mingling 
wioth visitors while jazz/swing 
combo Daisy Bowlers will be 
delivering well-loved songs of 
yesteryear on the Bandstand in 
Priory Park from 3pm until 5pm. 

Local author Dee Gordon will 
be introducing her new book 
called Essex Land Girls.

A COCAINE network with a street 
value of more than £1 million was 
found to be operating from Leigh 
homes. 

Three men - James Chrysostomou, 
48, of Woodcote Road, Leigh, John 
Middleton, 60, of Wulversford, 
Witham and Andrew Pritchard, 48, 
of Blenheim Chase, Leigh - were 
jailed for more than 33 years for 
drug-related offences at Woolwich 
Crown Court. 

Last Wednesday Chrysostomou 
was sentenced to 16 years after being 
found guilty of supplying 500 grams 
of cocaine and possession with intent 


to supply 6kg of cocaine while 
Middleton received a two-and-a-half 
year term for possession with intent 
to supply 500 grams of cocaine. 

Pritchard was found guilty of pos¬ 
session with intent to supply 6kg of 
cocaine and was jailed for 15 years at 
an earlier hearing on Tuesday, March 
25. 

Detective sergeant Nicola 
Hawkins, of the Organised Crime 
Command, said: “I am pleased that 
Pritchard and Chrysostomou in par¬ 
ticular have been given substantial 
jail sentences. 

“I hope these will dissuade others 
from believing that dealing in class 
A drugs is a risk worth taking.”

Hospital helps 24-hour turnaround for caesarians

MUMS whose babies are deliv¬ 
ered by caesarean should be 
able to take their newborns 
home from Southend Hospital, 
after just 24 hours 

NHS managers have launched 
an innovative service - 
enhanced recovery in obstet¬ 
rics - which cuts the post C-sec- 
tion stay from the normal two to 
three days. 

Enhanced recovery is a mod¬ 
em, evidence-based approach 
that helps people recover more 
quickly after having major 
surgery and project leader Mr 


Venkat Raman, consultant 
obstetrician and gynaecologist, 
plus his team, have applied this 
methodology to caesarean 
births. 

He said: “We felt that the prin¬ 
ciples of enhanced recovery can 
be applied to women having 
caesarean births and the aim is 
primarily to get the patient in a 
good state at the time of cae¬ 
sarean section to facilitate 
speedy recovery so that mum 
and baby spend quality time 
after delivery in their comfort¬ 
able home surroundings 
improving their satisfaction.” 

“The guidelines are expected 
to achieve a reduction in pre¬ 


operative starving times, better 
management of pain relief, bet¬ 
ter prevention of nausea and 
vomiting following surgery; 
early mobilisation minimising 
complications such as DVT. 

“Overall, all these would con¬ 
tribute to better patient experi¬ 
ence,” Mr Raman added. 

The average length of hospi¬ 
tal stay after caesarean birth in 
UK hospitals is between two to 
three days and the National 
Institute for Health and Care 
Excellence (NICE) suggests 
that women who are recovering 
well can be discharged after just 
24 hours, which is what the 
ERPO service aims to achieve. 


Departments from across the 
hospital have been working 
towards this for the past year. 

The service introduces a mul¬ 
tidisciplinary team consisting 
of: obstetricians, obstetric 
anaesthetists, midwives, man¬ 
agers and IT professionals. 

The new service will be effec¬ 


tively monitored with a new 
purpose-built database which 
will help to monitor the new 
service, learn lessons from and 
introduce changes in the specif¬ 
ic areas in the pathway. 

In the long run, this can be 
shared with other hospitals in 
the region.

She added: “Pritchard and 
Chrysostomou were sophisti¬ 
cated criminals who sought to 
evade arrest and destroy evi¬ 
dence by trying to force a 
police car off the road and 
throwing mobile phones into 
the road. Through the skill 
and determination of officers, 
they were arrested on the A13 
with nobody sustaining 
injuries, and the mobile 
phones were recovered and 
played a key part in securing 


guilty verdicts.” 

Following a police opera¬ 
tion Middleton was arrested 
in May 2013 after he collect¬ 
ed 500 grams of cocaine from 
Chrysostomou in Leigh. 

Detectives continued to 
monitor Chrysostomou’s bids 
to acquire and supply 
cocaine. In November 2013, 
Pritchard and Chrysostomou 
met up near the homes in 
Leigh and drove to 
Maplestead Road, 

Dagenham, where a man was 


seen putting a package into 
Chrysostomou’s car. Both 
travelled back towards Essex 
but were stopped by police on 
the A13. They tried to force a 
police car off the road prior to 
being stopped. 

They were arrested and 6kg 
of cocaine was found in 
Dutch supermarket carrier 
bags inside Chrysostomou’s 
car. This would have cost 
£250,000 to buy wholesale 
and could have a street value 
of up to £lm.

A COMMUNITY project to 
preserve artefacts from a 350- 
year-old shipwreck has won a 
national pat on the back for 
Southend Museum’s staff 

The team was runner up in 
this year’s prestigious Museums 
and Heritage Award for 
Excellence in the category of 
‘Project with a Limited Budget’ 

It worked with local people to 
sort and conserve finds from 
the long-forgotten wreck of the 
HMS London, which sank on 
March 7, 1665 when she myste¬ 
riously blew up at the Nore near 
Southend. 

Nick Harris, council head of 
culture, said: “Although we are 
very disappointed not to have 
won, I am extremely proud of 
the team for being recognised 


for this amazing project. 

“Being short listed is an 
achievement in itself and 
although we were beaten to top 
spot, runner up is more than 
deserved.” 

The London Shipwreck 
Project recruited and trained 17 
local volunteers , who were 
were stationed at the end of the 
pier where residents and visitors 
could watch them sorting and 
undertaking preventive conser¬ 
vation of objects recovered 
from the shipwreck. 

The London was first redis¬ 
covered in 2005 during works 
for the London Gateway and 
was initially investigated by 
Wessex Archaeology, then local 
licensed divers continued to 
monitor it. 

Last year, English Heritage 
commissioned Cotswold 
Archaeology and the divers to 


start carrying out underwater 
investigations and the museum 
won a grant from the Esmee 
Lairbairn Collections fund to 
curate, conserve and display 
finds from the wreck and to 
develop a local community pro¬ 
ject. 

Photographer Luke Mair was 
among the volunteers and his 
pictures are on view at the 
Beecroft Art Gallery in the cen¬ 
tral library building, Victoria 
Avenue, until Saturday, June 27. 

Mr Harris added: “The project 
created great interest at the end 
of the pier last summer - and 
people can continue to feel 
involved by seeing the pictures, 
which show how Southend peo¬ 
ple worked together to preserve 
their fascinating heritage. 

“This exhibition is a very fit¬ 
ting way to mark the 350th 
anniversary of the sinking of 


this vessel at the Nore near 
Southend, which was the tradi¬ 
tional fleet assembly point in 
the Thames Estuary.” 


FACT BOX 


• The London was built in 
Chatham for the 
CromweUian Navy in 1656, 
and was one of just three 
completed second-rate ships 
of the ten ordered for the 
first Anglo-Dutch war. 

• She was part of an 
Engfish squadron sent to the 
Netherlands in 1660 to 
restore Charles II to the 
English throne. 

• Her illustrious career as 
the flagship of maverick 
admiral Sir John Lawson 
cut short on March 7,1665 
when she mysteriously blew 
up at the Nore.

Police misconduct and appeal hearings open to the public 

No hiding place

POLICE officers accused of serious misbehaviour 
will have their disciplinary cases held in public. 

Essex Police Commissioner Nick Alston has 
praised the new rules, introduced by the Home 
Office last week. 

They state that public hearings must be held in 
cases where an officer is accused of gross mis¬ 
conduct or is accused of a standards breach while 
already on a final warning. 

Hearings must also take place in public if a case 
is fast-tracked because a force “considers that 
there are already sufficient evidential and public 
interest grounds for the officer to leave the force 
without delay”. 

Appeal hearings brought before the Police 
Appeals Tribunal will be held in public as well. 

Essex Police said that the change would only 
apply to officers whose disciplinary proceedings 
were instigated after last week’s change. 

The force said it had not yet decided how it 
would alert the public to when and were hearings 
were to take place, but a spokesman acknowl¬ 
edged that the force would “maker the wide pub¬ 
lic aware” ahead of the sessions. 

Under the new rules, two police officers sacked 
following disciplinary hearings two weeks ago 
would have had their cases heard in public. 

PC Stephen Tilley, 36, of Millview Meadows in 
Rochfori was was sacked after being convicted 
of committing misconduct in a public office, by 
'abusing his position to form relationships with a 
number of females'. 

Chief inspector Ben Hodder, 34, of San Marcos 
Drive in Chafford Hundred, was dismissed after 
being convicted of making indecent images of 
children. 

Both officers remained suspended on full pay 
after their convictions, pending disciplinary hear¬ 
ings. 

Mr Alston said he was glad the hearings would 
be opened up to spectators. 

He said: “I welcome all initiatives which make 
the police misconduct process more open and 
transparent. 

“Public confidence will always be enhanced 
when alleged unprofessional behaviour is open to 
public scrutiny, and this is why I publish details of 
Essex Police disciplinary cases on a regular basis. 

“Precisely how misconduct hearings will be 
held in public is still being worked out by police 
forces. There may be cases where is is important 
to protect the identity of victims or witnesses - 
just as our courts have always done. But this is an 
important development which has my full sup¬ 
port.” 

Courts do not ordinarily protect the identities of 
witnesses and usually do not protect the identities 
of victims, unless they are sex crime victims.

Landlord Question 

When should I increase my rent? I don’t want to appear too greedy, 
which might drive decent tenants away. 

Think Property Answer 

Before you do anythins, look at askins prices of similar properties in your area on rental sites like 
Rishtmove and Zoopla to make sure that rents really have risen. Despite what you misht have heard in 
the press, rents haven’t sone up across the board, even in London.If you're sure your property is worth 
more than you’re settins, then write to your tenant or ask you asent if you have one to sussest an 
increase, but make sure you do this at an appropriate time. 

If they’re on a fixed-term contract without a break-clause, you’ll have to wait until that contract comes to 
an end before you can increase the rent. This rule applies even if you’ve recently improved the 
property, such as installins a new bathroom or replacins old furniture.You or your asent should write to 
the tenant a couple of months before the end of their contact offerins to renew the tenancy but at a 
hisher price. 

Where there is a break clause in the contract, you can increase the rent at the point of the break, but 
only with the tenant’s asreement and this can’t be within the first six months of the lease.lf you have a 
periodic tenancy (which rolls on week by week or month by month), you can increase the rent at any 
time as Ions as you or your asent sive the tenant a months’ notice. You can only raise the rent once 
every 12 months unless the tenant asrees to further increases. 

Of course, if you want to raise the rent more than once a year and the tenant doesn’t asree, you have 
the option of endins the tenancy with two months’ notice and then you can look for new tenants at a 
hisher rent.However, you need to weish up whether the extra income you misht earn is worth the extra 
cost and hassle of findins a new tenant. 

Is it really worth it? Some landlords prefer to foreso any increase and use this as a tactic to persuade 
tenants to stay. 

However, other landlords take the view that at a time when rents are risins it’s better to increase their 
rent by a small amount each time they renew a tenant’s contract as this is much easier for them to 
swallow than a whoppins si'^at increase every few years.If you can demonstrate to tenants that the rent 
increase is reasonable and in line with other rents in the area, they should find it acceptable, but if you 
don’t want to lose them you should be prepared to nesotiate, at least a little.

Ql I read 
something 
recently about a 
woman in London 
causing an uproar 
by having her 
house painted in 
candy stripes. We 
have the same 
problem with one 
of our neighbours 
(although not 
stripes!). Advice 
please. 

A: The case you’re 
referring to involved 
residents of a very 
fashionable street in Kensington, 
who are apparently up in arms after 
a neighbour had the front of her £15 
million house painted in broad 
vertical red and white stripes - 
which someone described as 
looking like a beach hut! Apparently, 
she did this quite deliberately, in a 
rather childish fit of pique, after 
losing out in a planning dispute. 

Now, I obviously don’t know the details of 
your own problem - although I doubt if it’s 
quite as extreme as this one! Nevertheless, 
even if your neighbours are just planning to 
paint their property in a slightly eccentric 
colour, then I understand your concern - 


particularly if you are 
looking to sell in the near 
future. 

But is there anything you 
can actually do about it? 
The answer to that is, 
very little - as the 
aggrieved 
Kensingtonians have 
discovered. A 

spokesman for the Royal 
Borough of Kensington 
and Chelsea even 
admitted as much, 
pointing out that no 
planning laws had been 
broken. 

And that’s the point. Your 
neighbours are perfectly 
entitled to paint their 
house any colour they 
choose - unless, of 
course, they live in a conservation area, or 
their property is Listed. Besides, even if you 
were able to take your neighbours to some 
tribunal or other, you would be entering into 
a formal dispute with them. And if you are 
looking to move house in the near future, 
you should think twice about doing that. 
Why? Well, because if the dispute were still 
unresolved when you came to sell, you 
would be legally bound to bring it to the 
attention of any possible purchasers! 

So, when all’s said and done, the key thing to 
do here is to try and avoid falling out over the 
issue. Such disputes can all too easily drag on 
and on, and even turn quite nasty. And 
aggrieved or even downright vindictive 
neighbours are the last thing you want - 
particularly if you’re planning to move house!

Landlord Question 

I used to be a Landlord many years aso and used to keep 
the tenants deposit do I really have to resister my deposit 
nowadays? 

Think Property Answer 

Government approved deposit protection schemes have been around since 2007 
but despite this some landlords still believe it’s adequate to bank their tenants’ 
deposits and not bother with one of the three official schemes. 

But the Housins Act 2004, which introduced the tenant deposit lesislation, is clear 
about the penalties should a landlord fail to comply with the resulations. 

These rules state that a landlord lettins out a property usins an Assured Shorthold 
Tenancy must put the money into (or insure the deposit via) one of the three 
accredited schemes within 30 days of receivins the cash from the tenant. 

Of course there is no tenant deposit police keepins an eye on this system but, 
instead, matters will unravel if a tenant suspects his or her landlord hasn’t lodsed 
their deposit with a scheme. Tenants can easily find this out online via each of the 
three deposit schemes’ websites and if their landlord still won’t put the money 
into a scheme, they are entitled to 30 to court. 

At this point most landlords then quickly 30 on the strai3ht and narrow and ‘3et 
official’ but for those who don’t an automatic fine totallin3 three times the ori3inal 
deposit awaits. 

Many landlords who don’t use the deposit schemes believe it will 'never happen 
to them’ but the official fi3ures on deposits reveal how common deposit disputes 
are. These most recent research reveals that approximately 30 percent of all 
deposits are contested in some shape or form and consequently only returned in 
part or not at all.

“I then started up the ladder,” says Carole. 
“Then I met my husband and we started per¬ 
forming together. We met in a band.” 

With country music their passion they used 
to tour the UK and Europe, went to Nashville 
USA to represent Great Britain at The 
International Fanfare, and had the pleasure of 
supporting Tammy Wynette on her many sell 
out tours in the UK. 

For eight years they were voted Britain’s 
Most Popular Act by The British Country 
Music Association, but country music was 
not going to be the only way the couple 
would make a musical impact. They creat¬ 
ed the show Forever in Blue Jeans 20 
years ago and it was from this that Voice 
of the Heart was born.

(Elyes Gabel) to the CIA. 

The transfer, via the traffio- 
ologged roads of London, 
reaohes a standoff when 
Qasim's gun-toting henoh- 
men attaok the polioe esoort. 

Harty makes the bold 
decision to avoid bloodshed 
by releasing the prisoner. 

Qasim narrowly escapes a 
subsequent pursuit by MI5 
agent June Keaton 
(Tuppence Middleton) and 
her partner. 

Soon after, Harry vanishes 
without trace, shouldering 
the blame for the debacle. 

Dame Geraldine Maltby 
(Jennifer Ehle), Deputy 
Director General of MI5, and 
Oliver Mace (Tim 
Mclnnerny), Chairman of the 
Joint Intelligence 
Committee, enlist Harry's 
protege Will Crombie 
(Harington) to track down 
his mentor. 

Will reluctantly agrees and 
unwittingly stumbles into a 
deadly conspiracy. 

“I had to find someone I 
can trust: it's a short list,” 
Harry informs Will when they 


eventually meet. 

With the clock ticking 
before Qasim detonates a 
dirty bomb in the heart of 
London, Will attempts to 
navigate a web of intrigue, 
some of it spun by Harry, 
aided by fellow agent Erin 
Watts (Lara Pulver). 

Spooks: The Greater Good 
references tragic events 
from the final episode of the 
TV series and reopens old 
wounds to cast doubt on 
the ulterior motives of some 
of the key players. 

Fans will savour these gos¬ 
samer thin ties to the past 
but Nalluri's picture works 
well as a stand-alone feature 
for the uninitiated. 

Firth affects the same fur¬ 
rowed brow to suggest he is 
custodian of too many 
secrets, while Harington 
expends energy in bruising 
fight sequences. 

The plot twists and turns, 
and threatens to tie itself in 
knots, but thankfully unrav¬ 
els with a satisfying dose of 
treachery. 

As Harry reminds his ideal¬ 
istic protege, “You can do 
good or you can do well. 
Sooner or later, they make 
you choose.”

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A £1 ./million renovation projeot 
is now oomplete at Eltham 
Palaoe, with five new rooms 
allowing visitors to get oloser to its 
former inhabitants and even step 
baok into the 1930s. 

The projeot at the lavish home in 
Greenwioh, London - one of the 
finest examples of Art Deoo arohi- 
teoture and design surviving in 
Britain today - was finished last 
month and gives a further glimpse 
into the lives of millionnaires 
Stephen and Virginia Courtauld. 

The oouple, who built the house 
on the site of a medieval palaoe that 
was the ohildhood home of Henry 
VIII, saving its great hall as they did 
so, travelled the world extensively 
thanks to Stephen’s wealthy textile 
family.

Courtaulds’ seoretary would have 
planned the months the oouple 
spent travelling eaoh year.

It is 
here in the bunker, oreated during 
the early years of the Seoond World 
War with a master bedroom fash¬ 
ioned from soreens as well as guest 
beds, where you oan listen to the 
memories of people who remember 
staying there.

WHEN Peugeot launched the RCZ - its 
striking 2+2 sports coupe model in 2010 - it 
was an instant hit with gorgeous streamlin¬ 
ing and a bold, athletic stance that stopped 
onlookers dead in their tracks.

The new grille is accentuated by a lower air 
intake and there are new light clusters of six 
LEDs in the shape of claws behind smoked 
glass. 

It would be fair to say it’s hard to take your 
eyes off the new RCZ and the inside has 
also seen an upgrade in design, layout and 
technology. The car has the finest leather 
upholstery and screams premium at you 
wherever you lay your eyes. 

Features include heated electric seats with 
memory settings, an audio system which is 
compatible with modem devices, Bluetooth, 
sat nav, automatic dual-zone air-condition¬ 
ing, automatic lights and wipers, a sporty 
flat-bottomed steering wheel and a host of 
other features. 

This car was fitted with 19-inch alloys and 
another striking feature is the automatic or 


manual spoiler to improve the dynamics 
which just proves the RCZ is very capable of 
taking on the big guns. 

And when it comes to performance the car 
is a dream to drive with its low slung stance 
offering brilliant grippy road-holding which 
means tight bends can be attacked with 
absolute confidence. 

The acceleration through the six-speed 
manual transmission is smooth and respon¬ 
sive with the 200bhp 1.6-litre petrol-driven 
engine delivering all the power you could 
wish for. 

According to official figures it can sprint to 


62mph from a standing start in 7.6 seconds 
and tops out at 146mph - and can deliver a 
fairly creditable 42.2mpg on a combined run 
along the way. 

In and around town the RCZ is easy to 
manoeuvre although visibility over the shoul¬ 
der to check the blind spot is a tad limited, 
as it is on all sports coupe models. 

But it’s out on the faster roads where this 
car comes alive. 

Motorway driving is fine, but twisting, turn¬ 
ing country lanes are its playground and it 
loves to show off displaying just how capa¬ 
ble it is with a roar from the twin exhausts as

you press a little harder on the accelerator 
pedal. 

There is a little road surface noise, proba¬ 
bly because the GT model is fitted with 19- 
inch alloys, but that aside the car is an 
absolute peach. 

Being a 2+2 model the rear seats offer lim¬ 
ited space for passengers but are handy to 
hold coats and bags. 

And the boot is pretty well-sized too with a 
capacity of 309 litres. 

The car is packed with a comprehensive 
range of safety specifications to protect all 
occupants. 

All in all the RCZ is a beautiful piece of kit 
and given the right roads and driving condi¬ 
tions it’s a car that will definitely put a very 
big smile on your face that will only begin to 
fade when you turn off the engine.

VEHICLE thefts in Britain have fallen to the 
lowest level in the past 10 years, according 
to figures released by the Office for National 
Statistics. 

Last year, 69,547 vehicles were reported 
stolen in England and Wales, a drop of 1.2 
per cent compared with 2013, and a fall of 
70 per cent when compared to the 231,323 
vehicles taken in 2004. 

With more than 36million vehicles on the 
country’s roads the latest figures represent a 
theft rate of just 0.2 per cent.

Blues miss out on automatic promotion as winning streak falters

SOUTHEND’S luck ran out on Sat¬ 
urday after the mid-table Shrimps 
ended the Blues’ automatic promo¬ 
tion hopes. 

Jack Payne’s first-half strike 
proved only to be a consolation as 
goals from Jack Redshaw, Aaron 
Wildig and Jamie Devitt, means 
Phil Brown’s men must face Steve¬ 
nage in the play-offs. 

On the back of eight consecutive 
victories and as many clean sheets, 
and needing a first-ever league win 
over their hosts to be sure of going 
up, the Blues were quick out of the 
traps, with Payne leading the early 
attacks. 

But Morecambe had other ideas 
and Redshaw netted after only four 
minutes as the Southend defence 
failed to deal with Wildig’s cross. 

The 2,000-plus travelling support 
didn’t have to wait too long as six 
minutes later the in-form David 
Worrall picked out Payne, who 
drove home from close range. 

Southend then went on to domi¬ 
nate, but failed to cash in, with only 
Ryan Leonard blasting wide with an 
angled drive, before Barry Corr 
cleared the home end with an auda¬ 
cious 40-yarder. 

With news filtering through at the 
break that rivals Wycombe were 
winning, the Shrimpers were stung 
into action straight from the restart, 
with Payne again in the thick of the 
action, but Andreas Arestidou was 
in fine form with a couple of impor¬ 
tant blocks. 

Throwing bodies forward, gaps 


were inevitably going to appear at 
the back and Wildig took full advan¬ 
tage, restoring Morecambe’s lead 
after 54 minutes with a close-range 
effort from good Kevin Ellison 
build-up play. 

Having seen a Payne effort 
blocked by Arestidou and sub 
Kevan Hurst shoot weakly from 
only four yards out, Morecambe 
showed no mercy when - on 66 
minutes with acres of space - Red¬ 
shaw picked out Devitt who hit the 
winner. 

There was then no way back for a 
tiring Southend with Joe Pigott, on 
for Ben Coker, shooting wide and 
Payne forcing Arestidou into a 
smart stoppage time save, to leave 


Brown admitting: “It was disap¬ 
pointing today, the expectation lev¬ 
els were to come and win the game, 
but the emotions got the better of 
us. We now have to do what we did 
last season and to try and go up via 
the play-offs. 

“It was a missed opportunity, but 
we now have to dust ourselves down 
and prepare for the trials and tribu¬ 
lations and twists and turns of the 
play-offs. 

“We pushed for a winner towards 
the end, but it wasn’t enough. We 
were beaten by the better team 
today. We had got ourselves into a 
great situation. But, unfortunately, 
we threw it away.” 

He reflected: “You have to go in 


the dressing room and see how 
much this defeat hurts. We must 
now turn that massive hurt into a 
positive when we play Stevenage. 

“It’s very disappointing for our 
travelling fans, who came up here 
with so much expectancy.
